As a yonth of 38, the writer knew 


end had reason to admire asd respect 
General Hastings. He was a brave sol- 
dier, an upright citizen and and heart- 
ed man. For 2G years he has made his 
home in. the Bermudas. Aside from 
comradeship in the -war, there tvas a 
romantic White Horse episode in Gen- 
eral Hastings' life, in •which the presi- 
dent and his wife figured, during tbe 
Hayes administration. Through that ad- 
ministration Mrs. McKinley was Mrs. 
Hares' most intimate friend. In the ab- 
sence of tbe mistress of the White House 
the pre^tinistressfreqnentlf presided. 
At that time Mrs. MeKinley was con- 
sidered one of the belles of the adminis- 
tration, and the pictures taken of her 
certainly justify the admiration she ex- 
cited. Her connection -with the marriage 
of General Enesell Hastings was in this 
•way: 


Miss Halt, the attractivs niece of 


Mrs. Hayes, .TSrss a member of the presi- 
dent's family. General Hastingsj a&I 
haTe eaid, was an oid army friend of 
Major MeKinley. During the winter cf 
1878-9 General Hastings visited Wash- 
ington, and it was then he hecame ao- 
qnainted with 3Jias Platt, who also was 
a great friend of Mrs. MeKinley. It 
was in her pleasant drawing room at 
the Ebbittr House that the general bad 
an opportunity to evince that devotion 
which the publicity of the White Honse 
wonld have made an alarming' ordeal 
toayoBhgman. 
.: 


The vreddia^ . of -General Hastings 


and Miss Platt toot place in the White 
Honse, aiid, of conrse, was a social 
event Of importance. Dnring thewar 
General Hastings was close to young 
Itienteuaiit McEinley. TJiey were inti- 
mately associated in the same regiment. 
on the sawie RtafE and of ten slept under 
the same blanket. The grizzled veteran, 
as he lay on , his bed in the hospital, 
suffering from this painfnl accident, 
may have recalled a day in tbe life of 
MeKinley when he passed through a 
critical experience, for Hastings was 
the officer who heard General Hayes say 
to Lieutenant McKinlsy, "I never ex- 
pected to see you in life again. " •' 


MoKinley was saved to serve his 


country in a higher capacity, if there 
be a higher dnty than to bear arms to 
defend the nation's flag. Apropos of the 
relations of these two saen,. I recall aa 
incident which General Hastings told 
me over -a year ago about' MeKinley at 
the battle of. Kerustown, At a certain 
juncture of tbe "battle it was discovered 
that cue- of our regiments was still in 
the orchard where it had been posted 
at the beginning of the battle. General 
Hayes, tnrning to Lieutenant McKinley, 
directed hiia to go for and bring away 
this regiment if it had not already fall- 
en. JMcKiniey turned his horsOi and, 
keenly spurring it, poshed it at a fierce 
gallop obliquely toward the advancing 
enemy. 


"A sad look; " said General Hastings, 


"carao over Hayes' face as he saw this 
young, gallant boy pushing rapidly for- 
ward to almost certain £eath. MeKin- 
ley was much loved in the command, a 
mere boy at the beginning of tbe war, 
who had .left bis college, his expectation 
for. the future, all, everything, willing- 
ly, to serve his country and his flag in 
their clire need. \VithwoutJerfttlforco 
of character, then, true, pare, noble and 
brave, he had, by reason of his ability 
and wonderful power with men even 
mnch older than himself, risen from 
the ra«ks to beeonie a noted staff officer, 
and later was called to tho staff of Gen- 
eral Crook, arid so on up to Geuural 
Hancock's headquarters, and for bis 
many brave acts and coii.«piciious gal- 
ln.Piry was brsvsisd major 'If Jrctsiaeufc 
Lincoln. 


"Hayes loved hia, " continued Gen- 


eral Hastings, "as a father loves a son, 
and only imagine •what. must have been 
his 'feelings when the necessities of the 
moment; demanded that he should order 
this bey to <3o this dangerous work. 
Newt of ns expected to seo him again as 
•we watched liirn push his horso through 
tho open fields, over fences, through 
ditches, while a well directed fire from 
tho enemy was poured npou him, with 
shells exploding around, abont and 
ever him. Once ho was coinpletsly en- 
veloped in tbe smoke of an exploding 
shell, aud wo thought he had gono 
down; but, no, he was saved for better 
work for his country in his future years, 
Out of this smoke emerged bis wiry lit- 
tle brown horse, with Mclvinlcy still

lie bedside uf his old comrade, General 


vll Hastings, in the Emergency 


icspital iu Washington, it must hava 
recalled to both of them some of ike 
isiuful experiences ia their military 
careers. These associations of the camp- 
fire and tho battlefield are stronger and 
ontlasc nearly all others. "When Presi- 
dent McKialey heard that his friend, 
\vljo was lamed on the battlefield and 
ias been A eufferer for SO years, bad 
'alien, broken his leg and was in tie 
hospital, he dropped everything and 
•went to Mui straightway. This was the 
act of a comrade. It was a touching 
scene, end one well worth dwelling em 
a moment. 


Asa youth of 18, the writer knew 


and had reason to admire and respect 
General Eastings, fie was a brave sol- 
dier, an upright citizen and kind heart- 
ed man. For 20 years he has made his 
lome in the Bermudas. Aside from 
comradeship in the war, there was a 
romantic 'White House episode in Gen- 
eral Hastings' life, in which the presi- 
dent and his wife figured, during the 
Hayes administration. Through that ad- 
ministration Mrs. McKinley was Mrs. 
Saves' most intimate friend. la the ab- 
sence of the mistress of the 'White Honse 
the present mistress frequently presided. 
At that time Mrs. McKinley was con- 
sidered one of the belles of the adminis- 
tration, and the pictures taken of her 
certainly justify the admiration she ex- 
cited. Her connection with the marriage 
of General BuEsoll Hastings was in this 
way: 


Miss Platt, the attractive niece of 


Mis. Hayes, /was a member of the presi- 
dent's family. General Hastings^ as I 
save, said, was nn old army friend of. 
Major McKinley. During the winter of 
1878-9 General Hastings visited Wash- 
ington, and it was then he became ac- 
quainted with Miss Platt, who also v? as 
a great friend of Mrs. McKinley. It 
was in her pleasant/drawing room at 
the Ebbitt House that the general had 
an opportunity to evince that devotion 
which the publicity of the White House 
would have made an alarming ordeal 
to ayonng man. 


The v?*ddJ2g of General Huttings 


and Miss Platt toot place in the White 
House, and, of course, was a social 
event of importance. During the war 
General Hastings was close to young 
Lieutenant McKinley. They -were inti- 
mately associated in the same regiment, 
on the same state and often slept nnder 
the same blanket. The grizzled veteran, 
as he lay on his bed in the hospital, 
Buffering from this painful accident, 
may have recalled a day ia the life of 
McKinley when he passed through a 
critical experience, for Hastings was 
the officer who heard General Hayes say 
to Lieutenant McKinley, "I never ex- 
pected to see you in life again. " 


McKinley was saved io serve his 


country in a higher capacity, if there 
be a higher duty than to bear arms to 
defend tie nation's flag. Apropos of 'the 
relations of these two men, I recall an : 
incident winch General Hastings told 
me over a year ago about MoKinley at 
the battle of Kerns town. At n certain 
juncture Of the battle it -was discovered 
that one of our regiments was still ia 
the orchard where it harl been posted 
at the beginning of the battle. General 
Hayes, turning to Lieutenant McKinley, 
directed him to go for and bring away 
this regiment if it had not already fall- 
en. McKinley turned his horse, and, 
keenly spurring it, pushed it at a fierce 
gallop obliquely toward the advancing 
enemy. 


"A sad look/" said General Hastings, 


"came over Hayes' face as he saw thi* 
young, gallant boy pushing rapidly for- 
ward to almost certain death. McKin- 
ley was much loved in the command, it 
mere boy at the beginning of the war, 
who hadjleft his college; his expectation 
for the future, all, everything, willing- 
ly, to serve hia country and his flag in 
their dire need. With wonderful force 
of character, then, true, pure, noble and 
brave, he had, by reason of his ability 
and •wonderful power, with men even 
much older than himself, risen from 
the ranks to become a noted staff officer, 
and later was called to tbo staS of Gen- 
eral Crook, and so on up to • General 
Hancock's headquarters, and for his 
many brave acts and conspicuous gal- 
lantry was breveted major by President 
Lincoln. 


•"Hayes loved him," continued Gen- 


eral Hustings, "as a father loves a son, 
and only imagine what must have been 
his feelings 'when the necessities of the 
moment demanded that he should order 
this boy to do this dangerous work. 
'None of us expected to see him again as 
wo watched him push his horse through 
the open fields, over fences, through 
ditches, while a well directed fire from 
tho enemy was poured upon him, with 
shells exploding around, about nnd 
ever him. Once ho was completely en- 
veloped in tho smoke, of an exploding 
shell, awl -,vo thought he hsid gono 
down; but, no, he was saved for better 
work for his country in his future years. 
Out of this smoke emerged his wiry lit- 
tle brown horse, with McJvinley still 
firmly seated, and as erect as a hussar. 
3J«V ho had passed under cover from 
tho eucniy'H fire, and a, sense of relief 
oamo to us ail." 


Let ns sincerely hopn that thn bravo 


soldier who thns Bpoko of his comrade's 
<;onrngo may jikcwitso emerge safely 
from the dangers of this serious acci- 
dent and bo spared for many years to

issue of 8750,000,000 of bonds under 
the act of Jan. 19,1875, running from 
two to ten years and drawing 2* pe 
cent, interest. The proceeds are to 
be used in redeeming and canceling 
outstanding United States legal ten 
der notes, treasury notes and silver 
eeHifieatea, Thq bill further 
au- 


thorizes the sale of silver bullion and 
silver dollars in the treasury at the 
market value whenever such silver 
dollars cannot he kept la circulation 
as money. The proceeds of the gale 
of silver shall reduce the issue of 
bonds that extent.

Operations in the Northwestern 


Ohio oil field for the month of March 
shows aa Increase in all its branches, 
says the Toledo Blade. This is not 
only a surprise to few, but to many, 
as "the impression was that there 
would be a big decrease on accoant of 
the price of the product, which has 
only advanced one cent from the 56- 
eerii mark for North, Lima and 51 
cents for South Lima since January 
22. The cause of the standing of the 
market of those Seures la a mystery 
to the oil public, as the runs for the 
past two months have averaged more 
than 15,000 barrels a day less than 
the shipments. This alone should be 
a reason for the advance in the price. 
In the Eastern field the runs have 
just been the opposite, being nearly

he says or leave their oil in the wells. 
What the Ohio field is in need of at 
the present time ia competition in the 
business, in the way of another pips 
line to care for the product.

Theonly 
ijidicatioa of the feeling that rest 
his breast came when Dr. Lee was 
planing over his heart the wliito pa- 
per target for the concealed marks- 
men. Congblin appeared for a mo- 
ment to catcli his breath; then 
again calmness possessed him. 


The scene of the execution was 


something liko 25 miles directly 
north of the cabin near Wissatch, 
where Da"wes and Stagg were killed. 
It was the first execution Sn RicL 
county's history, and, though it cre- 
ated ao little excitement, not more 
than 300 people assembled to see 
Ccughlin's taking off. Thongh com- 
paratively smyll ia numlners, the 
crowd wsis much in earnest Many 
were armed \vifh Winchesters, in 
apprehension, of some overt act that 
might follow the numberless ru- 
mors afloat. But none occur red hap- 
pily. 


The execution passed off without 


a Litch. It was exceedingly well 
planned and managed. ~So miscal- 
culation was made.' Coughlin is not 
believed to have even heard the re- 
port of the rifles. Death was not 
instantaneous, though insensibility 
seized him at the moment Deputy 
Sheriff Calverly gave the word to 
firs. Four minutes later he was pro- 
nounced dead. It wss part of Sheriff 
Dicfcson's arrangements that he 
should arrive on the place of execu- 
ion at 10:20 o'clock, which, with 
an allowance of ten minutes for 
inal preparations, would fix the 
event itself for 10:30 o'clock. At tho 
ime agreed upon, almost to a min- 
ute, the canvas covered wagon of 
:he sheriff, surrounded by mounted 
juarcts, rounded a corner of the hill 
a short distance off. The wagon was 
driven rapidly up in front of the 
chair, andits occupants dismounted. 
A very few minutes after the f ate- 
rul word was given the rifles rang 
out in a volleying chorus, and the 
iast act of the Dawes-Stagg tragedy 
aad been completed by the expia- 
tion of the crimes, 


Sage hollow, the scene of the exe- 


cution, is a little depression in the 
lats about three miles north of 
Woodruff. All about is a cheerless 
waste, with here and there a low 
hill that scarcely breaks the monot- 
ony of the view. To the north a 
couple of miles is a spur of the "Wa- 
aatch mountains, at the base of 
which ripples the Bear river. In the 
middle of the hollow the chair of 
execution was placed, facing the 
east The chair was a common oak 
affair, "with, rounded arms. Its legs 
were fastened to stakes driven deep- 
ly into the ground, while its back 
was supported by two heavy planks. 
Thirty feet from the chair was the 
riflemen's tent, at th© west side of 
which were five apertures, just be- 
low the junction point of the roof 
and the side wall The most south- 
erly of the apertures was directly 
opposite the chair, the remainder 
being at slightly varying angles to 
the northward. 


Two hours before the hour fixed 


for the execution by Sheriff Dickson 
the early arrivals at Sage Hollow 
began. Those first upon the ground 
were Deputy Sheriff Calverly of 
Evanston, "Wy., and the five men se- 
lected by Mtn to do the actual work 
of inflicting the death penalty. At 
8:30 o'clock they arrived. Before 
the coming of the next quota, Cal- 
verly's men had practiced severa] 
times the duty they were to per- 
form, Prom that time they remain- 
ed within the little tent that had 
been erected. Who they were none 
knew, and none sought to learn, 
After the crowd had dispersed the 
quintet of sharpshooters emergec 
from their canvas tent, Unknown 
and unseen. — Evanston (Wy.) Cor. 
Salt Lake Tribune.

Pedigree Bed Bustproof, Board of 
Trade, Golden Sheaf and Brown Win- 
ter. The spring plowed land on which 
seed was drilled in gave tho best re- 
sults in most cases. The yield decreased 
as the date of sowing became later. The 
crop averaged two bushels heavier when 
the seed was treated with hot water to 
prevent smut. .Lightweight seed gave 
an average for six years of 28*4 bushels 
per acre, medium weight within a frac- 
tion of 30 bushels and heavy seed 31 
bushels. Seeding with the Bhoe drill 
with press wheels gave from 2 to 4 
bushels per acre more than seeding 
broadcast or with drills without press 
wheels. In three years' tests 4 bushels 
of seed per acre gave the best yields, 
but in two years 3 to 2}£ bushels gave 
tho largest crops. Oats cut in the dough 
yielded much less than when cut ripe. 


Ifew View of the Russian Thistle. 


Oaly two years ago state and national 


legislation was called for to aid in the 
extermination of the Knssian thistle. 
The proposed national legislation came 
to naught, but several states passed 
laws which were designed to eradicate 
the pest or prevent its spreading. In 
this -connection National Stockman 
says:- 


These laws have not been successful 


in localities Where it propagates readi- 
ly because ic was found impossible to 
eradicate it in such places. In other 
places the laws have not been necessary, 
as it has not spread, as was feared, to 
all parts of the country, or at least has 
not become very troublesome save iu 
tho west and northwest. Even there 
farmers have, discovered that the thistle 
has some redeeming qualities. It is not 
bad sheep forage, arid in some localities 
where coal is scarce aud high it huts 
been used as fuel. While tho thistle is 
a nuisauce, yet it is not such a pest as 
was apprehended two orthrcoyears'ago. 


Dcptli of Cultivation. 


Of 20 trials at tho Wisconsin station 


14 are in favor of tho three inch culti- 
vation of 'corn aud five iu favor of tho 
1 >.< incli, while in tho other tho yields 
are equal. These results are not iu fall 
accord with similar work at other sta- 
tions, and Professor King concludes as 
follows: "It seems to be quite defluitc- 
ly settleu th:st, with rare exceptions, a 
cultivation as deep as four inches is less 
productive than a shallower one. I'* 
seems also clear that tho best depth 
to cultivate is not constant, cither for 
soil or siiasoDS. The problem is mani- 
festly a complex QUO and in view of 
the magnitude of the interests involved 
merits a more extended and careful 
study than it has yet received." 


Irrigation In Michigan. 


Professor Taffc of the Michigan Agri- 


culture college says of an irrigation ex- 
periment conducted under his super- 
vision: "Particularly in tho case of 
beaus, peas and cabbages the increase 
in the quality was nearly as marked as 
in tho quantity. Similar results have 
been obtained by several of the experi- 
ment stations, imd in many instances 
market gardeners and fruit growers who 
have practiced irrigation have made 
oven a better showing." 


Controlling Hog Cholera. 


A systematic effort is being inada in 


some of tho western states to have laws 
concerning the disposition of dead ani- 
mals regarded. Until thin is done and 
cleicjliucss observed m swine quarters 
tho cholera will not bo controlled. An 
unlmriod carcass of a hog dead from 
vboleru is liable to infert u whole, herd.

Afur the formation of capital trusts 


labor had uo alu-ruative, ia order to 
protect its liusiuc-ss aad 
livelihood 


against capitalistic trusts and the over- j 
stocked labor market, except to form or 
develop into more effective shape among 
workers the labor union. Just as trnsis 
have outgrown ancient conditions sur- 
rounding employers in early days, so 
have labor unions broadened their lines 
to meet present instead of past condi- 
tions, each having the object in view of 
controlling the market for its wares and 
each driven to this course, I repeat, by 
stern necessity during a temporary tran 
sition period preceding the complete 
readjustment of industrial and political 
conditions to fully meet the require- 
ments of the ago of steam, electricity 
and machinery. 


Such being the situation, I am asked 


my opinion as to the advisibility of in- 
corporating labor unions. I have no 
doubt whatever that incorporated labor 
unions would be much stronger and 
more effective provided they were in- 
corporated under statutes framed by tho 
friends of labor, just as capitalistic cor- 
poration laws have been the work of 
friends of capital. The trusts, as cor- 
porations, control their business much 
more effectively than they ever did Tin- 
der njyrecmonts of one kind or another, 
limiting production, fixing prices, etc. 
Jusc so would ic be with labor unions. 
A corporation to sell labor and in- 
cidentally, for instance, to control the 
patented inventions of labor, which as 
a rule now instantly pass from the poor 
inventive workman to his rich employer 
without price, could make better terms 
for its wares than a mere labor union. 
just as a corporation to produce and sell 
oil is a far greafersuccesseven at lower 
prices than the same parties would be 
under mere agreement with each other 
to each produce so much, sell so much, 
etc. The one is an army under a general, 
the other a mere association without 
sufficient concentrated control and re- 
sponsibility to accomplish, its object 
Notwithstanding the obvious advantages 
of incorporation, however, I should not 
advise labor unions to incorporate under 
the present slovenl}. m vugled statutes 
in existence for that purpose

So I say iisat niider present in- 
dustrial und political cciHlitious labor 
uicarpoir.tion is aU right and would bo 
a'distinct advance- for labor as compared 
with labor unioaa But first go to work 
and see to it that suitable statutes are 
passed to protect the interests of labor 
jnst as capital has done for its protected 
interests. Until that is done, however, 
let labor unions Ftay as they are. 


Should, however, a thorough study of 


the question lead labor UIHOD% to pre- 
pare and hr-ve passed laws under which 
labor unions coxild become as complete 
and perfect trusts as are capitalistic cor- 
porations, the question of readjustment, 
in a broad sense, would not be i-olved. 
Every trust creates harder lines for out- 
siders, aud hence the greater their per- 
fection aud number the worse will be- 
come tho condition of the masses nnd 
the nioie pressing will become the ne- 
cessity for broader remedial measures. 


Tho money trusts or corporations aro 


temporarily caring for 10 per cent of 
business men. Thero is but 10 per rent 
of labor organized. Therefore, assuming 
that money trusts and labor unions can. 
as now organized, hold prosperity for 
their numbers, winch is doubtful, is not 
tho real problem of the day tho correct j 
treatment of political and industrial i 
questions for tho benefit of the 80 per 
cent, who are free competitors and un- 
protected by any trust, unless it be their 
government?

It will commence at the 
enter of the public square and will 
robably extend to Cole street, al- 
bongh it may terminate just west 
f Collet street. Under the terms of 
he f ranchisa which the street rail- 
ay company secured from the city 
everal years ago, they claim the 
glit to double track Market street 
rota one end to tbe other. 
'Tbe traffic on the east end is not 
uffic'.ent to justify a double track at 
ils time, nor is it the opinion of 
le street railway people that it will 
ecome sufficient for a period of 
ears. On the west end the traffic 
heavy. The base ball park is sit- 
sted on tbe west end, Woodlawn 
emetery is at the western terminus 
t the rosd, and the owners' thick it 
would be profitable to increase their 
acilitles for handling passengers by 
ouble tracking the street as above 
ndlcated, as-3 they expect to begin 
he work soon. 
It is the possibility of the street 
eing paved this season that impels 
he street railway people to take 
rompt action in tbe matter. Man- 
ger Currie says that it will cost his 
eople $15,000 to change the track in 
10 manner contemplated, and that 
bile it would not be immediately 
rentable, yet to attempt to double 
rack or to materially alter their 
witches a year or two after tbe 
treet had been paved with asphalt 
ould cost so much more money than 
o do tbe work now that they deem 
t expedient to get at the work at 
nee, before «the paving is done, 
'be rails will be imbedded in tbe 
oncrete in sucb a manner as to re ti- 
er the use of wooden ties unneces- 
ary. 
The people along the street are 
ot entirely happy over the situa- 
idn. If the street is paved accord- 
ng to the letter of the petition pre- 
ented to the council the roadway 
ill be reduced four feet, making it 
hirty-eight feet between curbs. Tbe 
ailway tracks will take up about 
igbteen feet, leaving only a ten-foot 
oadway on each aide of the track. 
This, they contend, would be reducing 
he available driving surface of the 
treet to too small an area, and would 
-e detrimental to the valuable rest 
ence property along the street. It 
s possible that the proposed double 
tracking projact may de'eat the pav- 
ng of tbe street for this season, for 
aetween a macadamized street or one 
aved, yet adorned with two railroad 
racks, the people on Market street 
appear to prefer the former.

The people of Jackson township 


are to vote this spring on the question 
of building a township house. For 
the benefit of certain people wbo are 
rylng to defeat the erection of a 
township bouse, I want to say a few 
words. 


The bouse we already have has 


been 
repeatedly declared unsafe, 


herefore a new house is a necessity. 
We will have to build one in a short 
Ime, and it would be better to build 
now and have the usa of the new 
louse than wait until this one falls 
down on the people. We need a re- 
spectable hall in Jackson township to 
hold farmers' institutes and political 
meetings in. From these and other 
sources a considerable income might 
be derived. Each farmers' institute 
s allowed $30 by the state to pay for 
a hall. Our farmers this winter have 
ipent more money going to institutes 
at Bluffton, Ada, Harrod and Beaver 
Dam than would have paid their ex- 
tra tax on a township house at home. 


The principal objection raised is 


;hat it would increase the taxes. 
Tbe rate of taxation in Jackson for 
township purposes is: 
Township 


unds, l?9 mills; road funds, 1 5 milia, 
and special, 2 miiis; total, 3 0 mills. 
Under this rate we have raised since 
September 1. 1896, 11,014.68 more 
than we have expended. There is 
now on band $2,607.13, ot which 
11,841 76 is directly available for use 
n building a township bouse, and 
1765 37 more could be made available 
iy a transfer of funds. Suppose a 
house cost $5,000. We have over 
£ 500 cash on band. An extra levy 
ot one-half mill or 50 cents on each 
11,000 of taxable property would ,p»y 
.he balance in five years. But no ex- 
;ra levy is needed, as under the pres 
ent levy we raised from Sept. 1,1895, 
to March 1, 1897, $1,014 68 more than 
was necessary to pay the mooing; ex- 
penses of the township. By using 
he cash on hand and economizing on 
other lines tbe taxes would not be a 
>artlcle higher than they are now. 


It tbe receipts and expenditures of 
ast year can be taken as a criterion, 
we are now, under the present

running ahead from SI,000 


to $1,500 a year. The average ex
